Really, 
a banner year of work is expected 
in every department even though we 
are greatly handicapped by lack of

Under the new plans of consolida­ 
tion, the first three grades of the 
district will be housed in the West 
Ward building. The fourth grade of 
both ward schools will he transferred 
to the Grammar School, the neces­ 
sary number of teachers being trans­ 
ferred with them. A more complete 
announcement will appear in the pa­ 
per next week. All parents are urged 
to have their children enter school the 
first day.
